Her father rushed to her, tore off

Cruse him- 
self received extensive bums on 
the head and hands but did not le- 
quire hospitalization,

companies, both in Ogle and Winnebago Counties, and 
proceeding in a summary way. they whipped some of the 
notorious rogues, and oidered others into banishment. 
Amonst those who had been otdered away, were the fam- 
ilv of Dnscolls—the old man and several of his sons. 
The old man and some of his sons had been in the Ohio 
Penitentiary, and made their escape from it. 
The old 


man was a stout, well built, hardened, deliberate man, 
and his sons had more than common boldness m the com- 
mission of crime. This family was determined not to be 
driven away, and to this end they and seveial of their 
confederates held a private meeting, in which they re-

Winnebago and Ogle County jegulators captured the 


old man, Drtscoll. and two of his sons and held their 
own court at Washington G>ove. The old man and one 
son were convicted and shot as accessories to the mur- 
der. 
Judge Ford says. "The trial occupied nearly a 


whols day before the whole band of regulators, composed 
of about three hundred men many of them being magis- 
trates, and some of them ministers of the. Gospel, and 
is described as having been conducted with much sol- 
emnity and seriousness: . . . they (the two convicted 
men) were fired upon by the whole company present. 
that there might be none who could be legal witnesses 
of the bloody deed "

One hundred and tweHe of these men were 


tried in Judge Ford's court and acquitted. 


The propriety of the proceeding* of the regu- 


lators ha* been debated from that day to this. 
ThoM> who wish to read the arguments, pro and 
con. a» they appeared in newspapers at the time 
trill find the material in Kens' "History." 
In addition to his natural ha'red of crime and his 


concern for his family and neighbors. Judge Ford had a 
special reason for defending the name of Ople County. 
It was he who had named the county in 1S36 when the 
legislature authorized its creation from a portion of Jo 
Daviess County. He named it for his hero. Capt. Joseph 
Ogle, who had distinguished himself at McHeiuv in the 
Revolutionary War. and later was a neighbor of the Ford 
family in Monroe County. 111. 


Capt. Ogle is reputed to be the first peison in Illi- 


nois to b* converted to the Methodist Chinch. Perhaps 
former Gov Ford, dying of consumption in l«50. still was 
feeling th« mfluer.fr of hi« devout hero when he too con- 
fessed his faith, was baptized and joined the Methodist 
Church in Peona

cause of the death of the Democratic candidate, Adam 
W. Snyder, just a few weeks before the election. He re- 
ceived a large majority, but was not supported in Ogle 
County because he and his neighbors did not agree on 
the hot issue of the proper location for the northern 
boundary of Illinois. Perhaps his neighbors couldn't see 
why anybody wanted the job. When Gov. Ford took of- 
fice, "the state was in debt $14.000,000," he says, "for 
moneys wasted upon internal improvements and in bank- 
ing; the domestic treasury was in arrears $313.000 for 
the ordinary expenses of government; auditors' warrants 
were freely selling at a discount of 50 per cent; the peo- 
ple were unable to pay even moderate taxes to replenish 
the treasury, in which not one cent was contained even to 
pay postage on letteis to and fiom the public offices; the 
great canal, after spending five millions of dollars on it, 
was about to be abandoned: the banks, upon which the 
people had relied for a currency, had become insolvent, 
their paper had fallen so low as to cease to circulate as 
money, and as yet no other money had taken its place." 


Briefly, Illinois was broke, discouraged, demoralized 


and ready to repudiate lU public debt and violate its 
honor. 


Gov. 
Ford refused to countenance the repudi- 


ation which his predecessor advocated in his fare- 
well speech. 
In his inaugural he* proclaimed that 


the State of Illinois would pay every dollar, and 
she did. In four years he reduced the domestic 
debt of the treasury from $313.000 to $31,000, with 
S9.000 in the treasury. 
Auditors' warrants were 


practically restored to par from a former 50 
per cent le\el. 
The hanks had such faith iii£ 


Thomas Ford of Ogle County that they advanced 
an additional $l.fiOO.OOO to finish the canal which 
proved a good in\e*tment for the financiers and 
the state. 
Two of Illinois' greatest governors—Thomas Ford 


and Frank O. Lowden—came from Ogle County. The 
first was a Democrat, the second a Republican, but they 
would have seen eye to eye had they been contemporar- 
ies. 
Judge Caton spoke before Gov Lowden's day. and 


said Illinois owed its greatest debt of gratitude to three 


men_Gov. Coles. Abraham Lincoln and Gov. Ford. 


What a shame that as great a man as Ford died be- 


for his 50th birthday from consumption' 
His wife died 


one month earlier of cancer. 
After the pavment of debts, 


their estate was only $148 06 for five young children 


The governor's book, 
published aft pr his death, 


yielded $750. or an additional S150 for each child. 
Never 


did a, public servant contribute so much to the pros- 
perity and solvency of a stat° and receive so little him- 
self.
